COMMITTEE of SECRECY. 


OUR Committee having, in their former Report, laid 
before the Houſe, the Obſtructions they met with in 
the Courle of their Enquiry; and finding that the 
Lords had refuſed to concur in the Means propoſed 
by this Houle to remove them, by rejecting the Bill 

for indemnifying ſuch Perſons as ſhall upon Examination make Diſco- 

veries touching the Diſpoſition of publick Money, or concerning the 

Diſpoſition of Offices, or any Payments or Agreements in reſpect 

thereof, or concerning other Matters relating to the Conduct of Robert 

Earl of Orford, have not thought it adviſeable to enter upon any new 

Matter relating to the Tranfa&tions of the Earl of Orford : Bat, as 

previous to therejecting of the ſaid Bill by the other Houte, they had teve- 

ral Mattersbefore them of the higheſt Conſequenceand Importance to the 

Succeſs of the War with Spain, and tothe domeſtick (Economy and good 

Order of the Kingdom; to the Payment of the Troops abroad, to the 

Freedom of Electiviis at home, and to the Quantity and Method of 
mNuing publick Money for the ſecret Services of the State, in all which 

the ſaid Earl appears to have had the principal, if not the ſole Direc- 


tion: Your Committee thought it their abſolute Duty to lay theſe 


Matters bciore the Houle, and were preparing to.do it, with as much 
Clearnels and Perſpicuity as the many notorious Difficulties and Dit- 
couragements this Enquiry has laboured under would permit; bat in 
the Execution of this Deſign they were again interrupted by a new and 
antoreſeen Obſtruction to one of the molt material Points in 1 queſtion, 
which therefore, together with the other Matters above-mentioned, 
they find themſelvcs under a neceſſity of laying before the Houle. 

As the vigorous and ſucceſsful Proſecution of the War in America 
ſeems to have been the great Object of the Intereſts and Inclination of 
the People of Great Britein ; and as an Expedition to a Climate. ſo 
diſtant and dangerous muſt unavoidably be attended with an immenſe 
Expence, both "of Men and Money, to the Nation, vour Committee 
therefore, conſidering how eſſentially it muſt affect the Glory of his Ma- 
jeſty's Arms, and the Juſtice due to this Nation, that thoſe of their 
Countrymen who cheartully undertook a Scrvice, where the Enemy 
Was the lealt Danger wed were expoſed: $6 ſhould be juſtly and fully 
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paid the great Sums raiſed to ſupport them, have thought it their Duty 
to enquire into the Contract made tor tupplying his Majeicy's Forces 
going upon the Expedition with Lord Caiboart, aud ro ex ine ve 
ther it had been eſtabliſhed on the melt quit and advanti rous Foy

for Troops ſo peculiarly deſcrving the Care and Attcution of the Pu 
lick: And in proceeding therein, 

Your Committee fin that the Money, or rather the Currency cf 
Jamaica, is of a leſs Valuc than Sterling Money, and by the Examina- 
tion of Merchants it appears that for ſome Years before the Com- 
mencement of the War with Hen, the Kate of Exchange burweun 
Jamaica and England was trom 135 to 140, but gencrally at 14, 
ry few Bills, having been drawn under that Rate, that is, Periguts © 
Jamaica generally paid 1467. of the Currency of that Country or e 
Bill which entitled them, or their Agents, to 100 /. Sterling,

Your Committee find that on the gth of Fuly, 1740. the followiny

{ 0 (mer, havealſoadded his Examination to the others in the Appen- 
Cin . 2.) to which thy beg leave to refer. 

Tour Committee cannot find that any Notice or Intimation was 
gien to any Perſon, except what paſſed between the Farl of Orford 
an (he Contractors, as is before mentioned, of the Intention ot the 
Trcalury, to make this Contract; for it appears by the Examination 
of Fames Kaight, F.lq; which is annexed in the Appendix (N'. 4.) that 
when he heard the Troops were going to Zamoaica, and was told the 
Treafury woutd contract with private Perſons for paying them, he did 
himfclf intend to make an offer for furniſhing the Mone y, but in very 
few da ys attcr, he heard the Treatury had agreed with Mr. Burrell and 
Mr. B- toc, at the rate of 120. and he did not believe the Trealury ever 
gave any Notice of their Intentions to make any ſuch Contract. That 
what he expected, was not a formal publick Notice, but that it ſhould 
have been communicate to Merchants, as he has heard has been prac- 

ifedlin Queen e's Wars, and hai this been done, he believes ſcvera! 
beſides himlclt would have propoſed, and that 2 himſelf would have 
lurniſhed the Money at 130 /. per Cent. for 1007. Sterling, and ſhould 
have thought it a good Bargain, provided he co. 1d have had the ſame Mo- 
ney advanced to him which he has heard was advanced to Mr. Burrell, 

and Mr. Briſtow ; that after the firſt Difficulty, which would be on the 
Arrival of the Troops, was over, he did not doubt but he could have 
contracted with the People of the Iſland to turniſh the Money at the 
rate of 137! , and if the whole Money was advanced to him here be- 
forehand, ed he was only to ſend it over and furniſh it at Famazrca a: 

the rate of 1301.4 per Cent: he thinks he ſhould make 12 or 15 per 

(nt. per Ana. of the Sums he furniſhed, by returning the fame Money 
twice in a Year. 

This led your Committee into a Computation of the Profits which 
might have been made on this Contract, which they conceive to ſtand 
thus : | 

It the Value of 100 /. Sterling be ſent to Jamaica in Moidores, it ap- 
pears they will produce 1430. 10s. Jamaica Currency; but by this 
Contract, only 120/. Jamie Currency was to be paid at Jamaica tor 
every 1007. Sterling received here, to this 1204. Jamaica Currency, all 
the neceſlary Charges mult be aducd, which your Committee conceive 
to be 1 J. per Cent. Commiſſion, 2: per Cent. Inſurance, 17. per Cent. 
Freight, and i per Cent. for the Charges of Shipping; in all, 4/. 155. 
per Cent.” which on 1201. Jamaica Currency, is 57. 145. of the ſame 
Currency, in all, 125/. 145. Jamaica Currency; fo that the Profit to 
be made on ſending Moidores] was the Difference between 1254. 145. 
and 143“. 105. which is 171. 165. Jamaica Currency, or 127. $5. 1d. 
Sterling out ot every 100 J. Sterling, Which is, 14/7. 35. 24.5 per Cent. 
Sterling. And your Committee obſerve, that if half of the Sum ſent, 
had been in Six and Thirty Shilling-Piecces, and only halt in Moidores, 
100 /. Sterling lo ſent, would have produced 141 J. famaica Currency, 


which is only 2/7. 103. Jamaica Currency lels than Moidores alone 
would have produced.

And your Committee cannot help obſerving; that if the Treaſury 
had thought fit to ſend in Moidores to Famazca, on the Account of the 
Publick, the ſame Sums of Money which they actually advanced to the 
Contractors, then every 1001. Sterling ſo ſent, would have produced 
1431. * Jamaica Currency, except what may be allowed for Inſurance, 
which your Committee is informed, amounts to about 21. J per Cent. on 
Money ſent by Ships of War; nor could frequent Opportunities have 
been wanting of ſending on board his Majeſty's Ships ſuch further Sup— 
plics of Money as might at any time have been neceſſary for that Ser- 
vice; but it it had been thought more adviſcable to have ſupplied part 
of this Expence by Draughts from hence, there can be no doubt but 
that the Deputy Pay-maſter being furniſhed with a proper Proportion of 


Specie trom hence, would have been able to keep up the Exchange at 


140/. and in that Caſe no Charge could have attended that Part ſo 
tupplied. _ 

It further appears, that in the courſe of this Affair, and before the 
D. parture of Lord Cathcart, ſtill greater Indulgencies were granted to 
the Contractors; for by their firſt Propoſal, the Sum of 270007. only 
was to be advanced them by the Treatury, before the Departure of the 
Troops z but the ſubſequent Payments were not to be made to them 
till they produced the Deputy Pay-matter's Bills or Receipts z and yet 
on the zoth of September following, which was before the Departure ot 
the Troops, 12000 J. was further advanced tothem by the Pay-matiter- 
General, tor their Bill of that Date, and on the iſt of O#ober, 95001. 
more was advanced to them by the Pay-maſter of the Marines, tor their 
Bill of the goth of September, and on tlie 23d of December, a further 
Sum of 120007. was advanced by the Paymaſter-General, tor their 
Bill of that Day's Date; and on the 6th of January a further Sum of 
go ol. was advanced by the Pay-maſter of the Marines for their Bill of 


the 3 iſt of December, all in conlequence of Minutes of the Treaſury, as 


in the Appendix (N“. 5.) 

Here your Committee cannot help oblerving, that the paying theſe 
Sums, amounting to 42 5007, over and above the 27000 7, originally ad- 
vanced, before there had been any Disburſements on the part of the 
Contractors, altered the Nature of the Contract, and renc=red it much 
more beneſicial than as it was Originally propoled by the Contractors 
themſelves. — 


Mr. Burrell ſaid, he did offer half of his Share to his Brotlier, and 


Gentleman engaged in Buſinefs with him, bat they thought it too 
great a Riſque for them to run: He likgwiſe mentioned it to another 
Gentleman (whom be did not name) who would not accept of it. 
That thele Retulals were very early, before any thing was done in 1t 
more.than paſſing the Contract, and that he mentioned them to ſhew 
that he thought he had no great Bargain of it; and trum the Exami- 
nations of Mr. Burrell, and Mr. Bet, it further appears, that fome 
time after che meking the Contract, they oticred Mr. Au, a Nem- 
ber of this Houle, 1 Part oi it, as lar as it related tothe Payment of the 
Troops, in the Office where hel is Deputy, which he accepted of, and 
has ſharcd accorvingiy the Prokts ot this Contract, trom the Begin- 
ning, aid fome time QUtkrthe Earl of Orford mentioned to NM, Bj: 
thi: Nr. Hairy fu, had deſired him to ſpeak to him, Mr. PB. 
rell, that one fr, illiahs's Friends might have fome Share 11-the

aſk you to let any body in, for the Contract is yours; and ſoon alte. 

wards, Mr. Hanbury IWilliams ſpoke to the Contractors, and told them. 

that he had a Relation, one Mr. Fanvury, a Weſt-India Merchant, to 
whom he had Obligations, and as he had Money and Effe&ts at Ja- 
maica, he deſired he might be concerned 1 Part with them for the fu- 
ture, which he has accordingly been, in what relates to the Payment of 
the Marines, in Mr. Hanlury Williams's Office. 

And it appears to your Committee, that neither the one nor the other 
of theſe Gentlemen advanced any Money, or were concerned in 
the Management, but were to be Sharers in the Profit or Loſs only. 

And it turther appears to your Committee, that on the Arrival of * 
Troops at Jamaica, and the tendring the Money to them at 1201. 
maica Currency, great Diſcontents were expreſſed by the Officers, 15 
_ actually refuſed to receive it, and with Time the Diſcontent in- 

caſed, and nothing was talked of ſo much amongſt the Officers »f 
the Army, as the Hardſhips of being paid at 120/ when the Exch ange 
was at 1401. every one of them became a Calculator, and W 1 uned 
that he loſt 161. 65. on every 1001. he being paid his 1201. Fomajra 
Money, with 62 Moidores, which 1s no more than 831. 145, rep ling, 
all which appears by the Letters of Colebroote and General Went worth, 
annexed in the Appendix (N'. 6.) ſo truly were the Fears of Lord 
Cathcart verified. 

And this Uncaſineſs among the Troops was greatly increaſed by the 
peremptory Retulal ot the Agents of Mr. Burrell, and Mr. Briſtow, to 
turniſh the Deputy Pay- maſter at Jamaica with any Money upon their 
Credit, ariſing, as Mr. Colebrooke ſays in his Letter of 20th of Feb. 
17:40, marked (B), in the Appendix N'. 6.) from their Views of ap- 
Propriating the Profit to themſelves, and being dazied with the Pro- 
ipect of getting 15 or 20/. per Cent. inſtead ot 21. per Cent. their Com- 
miltion : Upon this, the Deputy Pay-maſter took up Money from other 
Perſons, and gave them Bills on the Pay- malter-General ; and tho? 
there were (as appears by rhe Extracts of the Letters of the Deputy 
Pay-maſter, of the 2oth of Feb. and 23d of March, 174-1, which are 
marked (B) and(D) inthe Appendix (N'. 6. ) Combinations to diſtreſs 
him, yet the firtt Bills he thus drew, were at the rate of 130“. and be 
by degrees railed the Exchange, ſo that at laſt he drew at 1400 whilſt 
the Troops ſtil] continued to be paid at 120%. 

Anch it turther appears to your Committee, that on the gth of June, 
1741, there is entered in the Treaſury- books the following Minute: 

Mr. Br toto, one of the Remitters tor the Me Ancien. is called in. 
“ and acquaints my Lords, that he and Mr. Bur: rl! have diſcharged 
ce {uch of their Factors and Agents at Jamaica, as misbehaved them- 
ſelves in their Conduct about ſupplying the Money tor the publick 
Service there; and that as General IYentworth has applied tor the 
Troops to be paid at the rate of 125. per Cent. he will take care 
« that the Remittances fnall be made accordingly. 8 

And on the 10th of 7zly following, the Comm imoners of the Trea- 
ſury agree and order that Meſl, Burrell and Briſtow, pay the Troops in 
; America at the rate of 1251. Jamaica Currency for 190 /. Sterling, tro 
24 of April preceding. 

Now your Committce obſerve, on this new Costrack, rt. propoſed 
on the ;th of June, 1 741, and finally regulated on the 1otn of 7 
tollowing, that Mr. Coll brooke, the Deputy Pay- maſter at Jamaica, did 
on L1G 24th of Feb. preceding, being 19 Weeks belore the ſettling of

Ard it apprars to your Co Anenireee, thar ſeveral Bills amounting to 
the Sumof 1359-7. 175. were drawn on the Paymaſter of the Marines 
by his Deputy, K tween the 18th of Feb. 1740, and the iſt of Auguſt, 
1741, Part of which Bills amounting to zoool. were drawn in the 
Month of Felrnaty, preceding the new Contract; that theſe Bills were 
paid by Mr. Burrell, and Mr. Briſtow, and that Money was iſſued to 
them for that Purpoſe by the Pay-maſter of the Marines. But, your 
Committee have not been able to diſcover at what rate of Exchange 
they were drawn, nor does it appear whether Mr. Burrell and Mr. 
Hiriſtot have been allowed to take the Profit ariſing from the Difference 
between 1207. the rate of the Contract, and the rate of Exchange the 
Bills wire drawn at, | 

And it further appears to your Committee, that the Bills drawn by 
the, Deputy Pay- maſter from Famaica, on the Pay-maſter-General, when 
tha A of Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtow retuſed to ſupply him, a- 
mounting to the Sum of 292167. 5s. 34. and which were drawn in the 
Months of Feruaty and March, 1740, and in April, May, June, July, 
and /u7u//, 1741, at 130. 1381. 1371. and at laſt at 140. were lent 
for Payment to Mr. Burrell and Mr. Briſtow, and alſo that Moncy was 
iſſued trom the P. y-Office to them to diſcha rgethe ſaid Bills; altho' it 
does not a; ppear s. your Committee what Pretence of Right the Con- 
tractors cduld have to the Profit ariſing from any of theſe Bills, after the 
For: Jiture el their Bargain by the Retuſal of their Agents to furniſh the 
Dem 11.

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To which the Remitters gave in their Anſwer, annexed in the Ap- 
pendix (No. 8.) in which it is remarkable, that in ſtating their ſeveral 
Charges upon ſendiug over Specic to Jamaica, they make one Charge 
in the following Words; Three pr Cent. Committion we pay in Fa- 
ain Viheicas it appears by their Examinations, that they paid One 
per Cent. only totherr Agent, Mr. Co::vrome, tor the Money ſent out 
with Lord Caibiart. | 

This Anſwer was received on the 5th of Feb, laſt, and nothing ap- 
pears to have been done upon it vi.ic the Larl of Orford continued in 
the Lrcaſury. 

Your Committee have been obliged to dwell the longer upon this 
Contract, becauſe the whole Behaviour of the Earl of Orford, who had 
the lole Direction of it, ſcems ſo extraordinary, that they tear this Part 
of their Report would want Credit, if they had not deſcended into the 
moſt minute Particulars of it. 

Here they find a Contract entered into upon the good Faith of the 
Propolers only, with an Ignorance of the Value of the Exchange, whe- 
ther real or affected does not appear to your Committee; and that De- 
fect ſo far from being endeavoured to be ſupplied, by admitting Pro- 
poſals or Information from any other Merchants, that it ſeemed a deter- 
minced Point to ſhut it out, even when it feemed to obtrude itſelf, upon 
him, from the very Offices ſubject to his Inſpection. 

But as if this Injury to the Troops and Injuſtice to the Nation, had 
been too little, he rendered this Contract more advantageous tothe Con- 
tractors than their moſt ſanguine Expectation originally ſuggeſted to 
them. 

For tho' by the Terms of the Contract the Publick was to advance 
27000 J. only, in Money, yet we find the further Sum of 42000 /, 
advanced to them before the Arrival of the Troops in America. 
And your Committee obſerve, that the Shares of the Profits of this 
Contract were dealt out to the Deputy of the Pay-Office, and to a 
Friend of the Paymaſter of the Marines, at the Requeſt of the ſaid 
Paymaſter, without any Advance of Money or Trouble on their Part, 
and it is very remarkable that theſe Shares were confined to the Sums 
iflucd from the reſpective Offices. | 

And here your Committee mult obſerve, from the whole Courſe of 
this Proceeding, that neither the Intereſt of the Soldier, or the Pub— 
lick, ſeemed to have been the Object of the Earl of Orford's Attention. 

The Cries of the injured Soldiers, who had loſt one Day's Pay in 
ſcven, where Proviſions of all kinds bear an exceſſive Price, made fo 
little Impreflion, that the only Relici they obtained was an Advance 
of their Pay upon the Contract from 1204. to 125 /. tho? there had 
. been drawn upon the Navy-Office, during the ſix Months preceding, 
ſeveral Bills, none at leſs than 1354. and ſome at 140 J. and tho? the 

Deputy to the Paymatler-General likewiſe, 19 Weeks before, bad 
d:awn upon the Office at 130 J. and 15 Weeks before had written to 
the Pay imatter-General, that he might depend upon being furniſhed 
with whatever Sums ſhould be wanted at 130 J. and upwards, nor 
could there be any reaſon to fear a Dilappointment, in relying upon 
thoſe Aſſurances of the Deputy-Maſter, becauſe to his Care wholly ir 
was owing, that they were not dilappointed upon the Retuſal of the 
Contractors Agents to furniſh him with Money. 

Your Committee cannot but obſerve that the T

Terms, w why the Contractors ſubmitted to a7 A 
vance at all; and if it was not upon equal Terms, why the Tr {ur 
did not extend their Retroſpect, and order it to be rectified from the 
Commencement, | 

And fo little was the Publick to avail itſelf of this Ir juſtice to the 
Soldier, that when the Contractors could furniſh no Money at all; 
from their Agents refuſing to anſwer their Credit, and confcguent!y 
the Contract was diſſolved, and «he Army muſt have ſtarved, if the 
Deputy-Paymaſter, who is the Officer ot the Publick, 8 not pro- 
cured Money by Draughts upon the Pay-Office, at 130, 133, up to 
140 Jamaica Currency, for 100 J. Sterling; yt thoſe very Bis were 
ſuffered to be paid by the Contractors, and publick Moncy iſſued to 
them to pay the ſame, but by whote Order docs not appear to your 
Committee. 

As if the Profits ariſing from the advanced Prices of thoſe Bills, 
drawn by a publick Officer upon the Publick, had bciong:d to the 
Contractors. 


And your Committee oblarve, that when on the 15th of December 


luſt, the Paymaſter prayed Directions from the ' Treaſury, whether. 


— 


for the Benefit of the Publick, even that could not be obtained, while 
the Earl of Orferd remained in the Treaſury. 

Your Committee now proceed to lay before you, the great Part 
which the Earl of Orford appears to have had in ſeveral Tranſactions 
which nearly concern the Freedom of Elections, and the Indepen— 
dancy of Parliament, and they have the greateſt Reaſon to believe, 
that had the Perſons employed in theſe dark Tranſactions been pro- 
perly indemnified, many Diſcoveries would have been made cf the 
utmoſt Importance. 

Your Committee having in their former Report laid before you the 
Share which Mr. Paxton a! nd Mr. Latolon had in carrying on Profecu- 
tions relating to the Borough of Orford, and particularly that Lacolon 
had declared, that he did not pretend to ſay he ſhould not be rein- 
buried his . eg on that Head, think fit now to acquaint you, 
that Mr. Abraham Farley being examined, ſaid, that about Januar, 
1736, Mr. Lawton told him there was an Order made cu it at the 
Treaſury, in his (Taricy's) Name, for 12007. and bid him go and 
receive it, which he did, and paid 3 it over —— to che ſald 
Lawton. 

And Mr. Richerd Bonts, upon his Examination, ſaid; that Fehr

the Profits on tholc Bills ſhould be paid to the Contractors, or referved 


that Mr. Lawton, Paxlon, and he (Banks) met about it, and after a 


gocd deal of Ti ime allowed to examine the Bill, they on the 15th of 


December. 1736, came to a ſtated Account, 5 Ht there was a Balance 


of 1260 and odd Pounds in this Banks's Favour, Which Mr. Late 
agreed he would pay in a Fortnight's Time, and lic did oon alter ap 
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200 J. to Paxton, who paid Banks 1007. thereof, and promiſed ſoon 
to pay more, the remaining 700 and odd Pounds have not been yet 
paid; that he (Banks) did about two Years ago file a Bill againſt Pax- 
ten in Chancery, to bring him to an Account; that in this Bill Mr. 
Lawton was made a Defendant, and that Lawton in his Anſwer did 
ſwear, that he detained the 700 J. in his Hands, to re- imburſe himſelf 
what was due to him from Paxton, and to lecure the 2007, {till unpaid 
to Mr. Maſterman, tor his Bill. 

Mr. Leonard Martin, an Attorney, and Partner with his Father-in- 
Law Mr. Parton, being examined, faid, that he has been concerned 
in ſeveral Suits about the Borough of Colcheſter, and that he had his 

chiet Directions therein from Mr. Daniel, an Attorney at Colcheſter, 
tho* Mr. Lawton ſometimes inter fered; and that ſoon after Lawton's 

2ath he received a Letter from Daniel, as annexed in the Appendix, 
Ne g.) that he received 1337. for Fines to which the Proſecutors were 
cucickd 1 that he believed he adviſed with Lawton, about framing a 
Petition to the Treaſury for the King's remaining Two Thirds of the 
Fine; that Lauten, who ſeemed very delirous of Succeſs in the Affair 
of that Corporation, approved of it, and he believed Z2wton might 
ſay he would ſpeak about it; that he Martin) thereon drew the 
Draught of a Petition, and Gone it to Daniel to get it ſigned, and on 
irs Return he procured a Warrant from the Treaſury, directing Paxton 
to pay him 2807. that the Warrant was dated Fuly 10, 1741. and that 
he received the Money on the 26th of January laſt, and did imagine 
theſe Proſecutions were with a View of influencing the Election, and 
to turn the Borough, and to get out the Mayor, and get the Returning 
Officer. 


By all this it appears, that the Management of this Affair was lodged 
in the Hands of Paxton's Partner and Son-in-Law : and the Expences 
attending it were in part paid by the ſaid Paxton, in conſequence of a 
Warrant of the Treaſury : But tho* your Committee here met with a 
freſh Inſtance of the Sollicitor of the Treaſury's intermedling in Mat- 
ters relating to Elections, yet they did not think fit to examine him 
again, having little reaſon to expect he would make any Diſcoveries, 
+tter the other Houſe had rejected the Bill, by which he would have 
deen indemnified; and your Committee cannot determine what could 
nduce the Earl of Orford to continue Paxton in bis Office upwards of 
1 Years, and to ſuffer him to defer accounting tor any Part of the 
large Sums, which were from time to time iſſued to him, till the gth 

of Febr wary lait, and then to account for two Years only in fo precipi- 
tate a manner, but mult ſubmit to the Judgment of this Houſe, whe- 
ther that Indulgence was owing to a criminal Neglect, or to à more 
criminal Confederacy. 


Your Committee now proceed to lay before you a Tranſaction re-

vote for Mr. Pearſe and his Friends; that then Mr. Pearſe delired 
him to go with him in e 3 that when they were alone, Mr.

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Pearſe ſaid he was defirous to have the Corporation filled up, and that 
2 Hall ſhould be called for that Purpoſe ; and he further requeſted, 
that he (Jordan) would meet him, Mr. Olmius, and ſome other 
Friends; but Mr. Jordan refuſed to meet Mr. Olmius, and then Mr. 
Pearſc left him: That on the 18th Day of June Mr. Pearſe came to 
his Houſe about Noon, and told him, that it he would come into the 
Meatures of him (Pearſe) and his Friends, and fill up the Corpora- 
tion, in order to have a returning Officer, or Words to that Effect, he 
had it in Commiſſion to ſay, that he (Jordan) ſhould have the Col- 
jection of the Port of I/eymenth, in a Month's Time, and a Letter 
from Sir Robert Walpole, under his own Hand, to make good that 
Promite. Mr. Pecy/e then went from his Houſe, and returned about 
Four of the Clock the ſame Day, and brought to him a Liſt of ſuch of 
the Revenue Officers as were to be diſplaced, He took this Liſt, 
which was wrote in Mr. Pearſe's own Hand, and read it over; and 
after Mr. Pearſe was gone, he wrote it down from his own Memory; 


and it appeared to your Committee, by this and the ſubſequent Exa- 


minations, that ſeveral of the Perfons therein named were diſplaced 
accordingly. And Mr. Jordan further ſaid, that on the ſame Day, as 
he thinks, Mr. Pearſe told him he did not doubt of prevailing on Mr. 
Charles Taver, and Mr, Fon Carſwell, who were Aldermen, and 
others, that he ſhould wait upon them, and convince them that they 
were going againit their own Intercfts, the Intereſt of the Govern- 
ment, and their Duty to his Majeſty, and again prefted him, Jordan, 
to fill up ſix of the Vacancies with Friends of his (Pearſe*s) who are 
moſt of them ſince provided tor: That he further told Jorden, that 
it he was ſure of the returning Officer, Sir Rover: Walpole would fend 
down two other Candidates: That Mr. Pearſe ioon after went to 
Londen, but returned to HMeymouidb on the zoth of June, and fent

_ plied, he thought Mr. Pearſe had been long enough acquainted with 
him, to think that he would not be prevailed on by bate Means, to 
betray his Friends; and he further ſaid, on the 19th of September the 


fame Year, being two Days before the Election for a Mayor came on, a 


Letter was produced to him from the Commiſſioners ot the Cuſtoms, 
importing, that his Deputation as Land- Waiter was ſuperſeded, and 
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Rzbert, the Brother of Richard Arbuthnot, who firſt brought Sir Robert 
WW aiſle es Letter to hiin, was to ſucceed him; and he ſaid he hid been 
employed in the Cuſtom-houſe ever ſince the Year 1712, and had 
been Landwaiter in the Port of Yohmculb, from the 4th of , 
1729, to the Time of his Diſmiſſion. 

The Reverend Mr. Franilyn being examined, ſaid, that on the iſt 
Day of Fa iy, 1740, Mr. F. carſe being then at N eymenth, N tor him 
to ſhew him, as he ſaid, how much he had his (Fraud hn's) Intereſt at 
Heart, but that he was very ſorry to tell him he was afraid 15 Brother 
Sord len VO d ſpoil all his Endeavours to ſerve him, for that Mr. er- 
dau a promiled to come into his (Pearſe?) Meatures, but now at- 
tempted to evade his Promiſe; but habe, Mr. Pease, to convince 
him what a Friend he intended to have been to him, ſhewed him a 
Letter which was ſigned R. Walpole, the Purport of which was, Lou 
have given me ſo good a Character of Mr. Jordan, that whatever Pre- 
terment you ſhall think reaſonable to offer him ſhall be made good; 
and as for his Brother-in-law, Mr. Franklyn, he ſhall have the firit 1 
ng that he will accept ot, that falls 1n the Gitt of the Crown or the 
Scals; that Mr. Pearſe, at the ſame time told him, that he expected 
his Brother Zordan would call a Hall, and fill up the Corporation, 
which he, Irauthu, took to be to gt a returning Officer; and Mr.

10 luch notorious Attacks as theſe: upon the Freedom of Elections, 
your Committee apprehend are owing the great and poſſibly unwarrant- 
able Fxpences that particular Perſons may have been drove to engage 
in; ſome Expences the Laws allow, by regulating the Manner of 
them, and thoſe who engage in illicit Expences, are ſubject to ho, 
Penal Laws; but there are none particularly adapted to tne Cate of a 
Miniſter, who clandeſtinely empor the Moncy of the Publick, and 
the whole Power and profitable Eniployments that attend the col- 
lecting anc diſpoſing of it, againſt the!“ cople, and by his Profuſion and 
C ciminal Diſtribution of Offices, in ſome mceature juſtifies the Expeace 
that Particular Perſons are obliged to be at; by m ki. ng it neceflary to 
the Yreſervation of all that's valuable to a free Nation: For in that 
Caſe the Conteſt is plain and viſible; it is, whether the Commons ſhall 
retain the third State in their own Hands, whilſt this whole Diſpute 
is carried on at the I'xpence of the People, and on the fide of the Mi- 
niſter, out of the Money granted, to lupport and ſecure the conſtitu- 
tional Independency of the three Branches of the Legiſtature. 

This Method of Corruption is as ſure, and therefore your Commit- 
tee apprehends as criminal a Way of ſubverting the Conſtitution as b 
an armed Force; it is a Crime productive of a total Deſtruction of 
the very Being of this Government, and is lo high and unnatural, that 
nothing but the Powers of Parliament can reach it, and as it can never 
meet with 1 ”arilamentary Animadverſion but when it is untuceelstul, it 
nuſt ſeck for us Security in the Extent and Efficacy of the Miſchief it 
produces; and therefore your Committee apprehend it is the m re ne- 
ceſſary for your Conſideration, while its wants of Stccels yet leaves an 
Cope Faniry to 2 288 and maintain your Independency tor the juture.

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Your Committee now proceed to lay before you the Conduct of the 
Earl of Orford, with relation to the Quantity and the Manner of it- 
ſuing and receiving that Part of the publick Money granted for the 
Support of the Civil Government, which has been employed in what is 
commonly called ſecret Services. 

Your Committee having been informed, that this Money had been 
iſſued under three different Denominations called for on Account here- 
unto annexed, (Ne 19.) of all the Sums iſſued for ſecret Service, or 
for his Majeſty's immediate or ſpecial Service, (the Money iſſued to 
his Majeſty's Privy Purſe excepted) or to re-imburſe Expences, during 
the laſt ten Years, in which Robert Earl of Orford was firſt Commit 
ſioner of the Treaſury, Cc. and this Account having been laid before 
them trom the Auditor of the Exchequer's Office, there appeared to 
* iſſued under theſe three Heads, only including the annual Sum of 

2900 /. paid to cach of the Secretaries of State for lectet Service, the 
Rani of 1,453,400 J. 65s. 3 d. 

The ifluing ſuch an immenſe Part of the Money given for the Sup- 
port of the Cwil Government, to theſe particular Utes, during a Time 
of profcund Trarquillity, till the late Rupture with Hain, greatly 
alarmed your Conmiree, and put them upon examining what Sums 
had been iſſued for the ſame Services in a former Period of the like 
Number of Years; and your Committee beg leave to repreſent to you, 
that exorbitant as the Sum may ſeem, they would have ſuppreſſed this 
Part of their Report, if by the Compariſon they had ae upon, 
tl; ey could any ways have reconciled their Silence upon this Head, to 
their Duty to this Houſe and the Nation; and your Committee hope, 
that the Pericd they have pitched upon will evince the Truth of thi, 
Intention, as it comprehends a general and molt expenſive War 
abroad, a Demitc of the Crown, the happy Eſtabliſhment of the pre- 
jent Royal Family upon the Throne, and an open and dangerous Ig. 
bellion at home; in ſhort, every Event that can happen to juſtify X 
traorqdinary Expences in carrying on the Buſineſs of Government; and 
it is not caſy to expreſs the Surprize of your Committee, when they 
found by an Account which is annexed, (N' 11.) that from the Hrlt 
of guſt 1707, to the firſt of 9ſt 1717. there was iſſued under 

the atoreſaid Heads, no more than rhe Sum of 337,960 7, 45. 5d. 

Your Committee obſerving that the Sollicitors ot the Treaſury hos 
the Time being are the only Perſons to whom a any of thoſe Sums have 
been iſſued that are accountable for the fume; and there having been 
iſſued to Mr. Paxton, the preſent Sollicicor, 68 800 J. in the laſt ren 
Years, in which the Earl of Orford was tirit Comm toner of the 
Treaſury; and the Sum of 58,5167. 25. 104. to Vir Borret and 
Mr. Catchroge, ſucceſſively Sollicitors, between the frit of Augrſt, 
1707, and the firſt of auguſt, 1717; theſe Sums ſubſtracted from 
their reſpective Totals, the Remainders will be 1,384, 600 J. 65. 3 4.

1775 by which it appears, that the Sum expended on theſe Services

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And tho? your Committee very well apprehended that no Form of 
Government can ſubſiſt, without a Power of employing publick Mo- 
ney, for Sei vices which are from their Nature ſecret, and ought always 
to remain ſo. Yet when ſuch exorbitant Sums are iſſued for thoſe 
Services, as by paſſing through the Hands of a Miniſter may become 
dangeroas to the Liberties of the Pecple, your Committee thought 
themſelves indiſpenſably obliged to lay it before you, in all the Lights 
which the very imperfect Evidence they have been able to procure, 
can throw upon this nice and dangerous Branch of Service, 

Your Committee now proceed to lay before you tie Proofs that the 
Money iſſued under the three Heads of ſecret Service, of ſpecial Ser- 
vice, and to re-imburſe Expences, were underitood to mean one and 
the ſame Thing. | | 

Chriſtopher Tilſon, Eſq; a Clerk of the Treaſury, and who came into 
that Office in the Year 1684, ſaid on his Examination, that he looked 
on all theſe Monies to be of the ſame Nature, that they are all with- 
out Account, except as to what relates to the Sollicitor of the Trea- 
fury, nor is there any Entry in the Treaſury of the Application of any 
of theſe Sums of Money. | 

Fobn Sheppard, a Deputy-Meſſenger of the Treaſury, who has re- 
ceived many large Sums under each of theſe three Heads, being exa- 
mined, faid, ++ That the Warrants upon which he received the Mo- 
« ney at the Exchequer, under any of theſe three Heads, whether in 
« his own Name, or in the Names of other Perſons, were all without 
« Account; and that he made no Diſtinction, whether the Orders 
« were for ſpecial or ſecret Service, or to re- imburſe Expences.” 

But your Committee obſerve, that all the Money iſſued under the 
Head of ſecret Service is iſſued in the Name of John Scope, Eſq; Se- 
cretary of the Treaſury; but the Orders for the Sums, which were it- 
ſucd under the Head of ſpecial Service, or to re- imburſe Expences, 
are payable to Mr. Lowther, Mr. Richards, and Mr. Sheppard, Meſ- 
ſengers of the Exchequer, and to a great Variety of other Names, 
for which Sums no Receipts appear to have been given; but none of 
thoſe ro whoſe Names thele Orders are payable, under either of thete 
three Fleads, appear to have any Intereſt in the Sums thus iſſucd. 

And your Committee have the greateſt reaſon to believe, that man 
of the Orders for this Money were iſſued unknown to the Perſons to 
whom they were made payable ; for Mr. George Campbell, Banker in 
the S rand, did on his Examination before the Committee declare, 
„ That he was defired by the Earl of 7/ay to go to the Treaſury, and 
tale up an Order, which he would find there iſſued in his own Name, 


anch carry it to the Earl of Orford; that he accordingly went to the 


Treafiry, where he received from one of the Clerks an Order for the

or any other Perſon, that ſuch an Order would be made out in his Name, 


And Mr. Abrahom Farley being examined, in relation to an Order 
in his Name tor 12097. taid, that about the Month of January, 1736, 
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Mr. Lacton told him there was an Order made out in his Name, and 
bid him go and receive it; that he did receive it, but not for his own Uſe, 
for he paid it over immediately to Mr. Lawton ; and that he did not 
know what Lawton did with it, nor did he, Farley, know that an 
ſuch Order was made out, till Mr. Lawton told him of it, and ſent him 
to receive it. 


And Mr. Edward Bryant, formerly Under Door-keeper to the Trea-

many of theſe Names were read over, a Liſt of which is annexed,

APTAIN Alexander Vilſon being examined in the molt folemn 

Manner, this 21ſt Day of April, 1742. faid, That he was an Agent 
t Tord Cathcart when he was preparing for his Expedition to the * 
Indies that in or about May or June, 1740. Lord Cathcart received 
tro. M-. Pubam a rough Draught of Inſtructions, which Mr, Petbam 
p'opoſed to give to his D: puty P. ay maller that was to attend the Troops 
unter Lord Cubcart; that this Examinate peruſed the laid Draught, to- 
gerher with Lord Cathcart, that it contained Directions to the Deputy, 
to pay the Troops at Jamaica at ſuch a Rate of Exchange as ſhould ap- 
pear to Lord Calbcart, and the ſuperior Officers, to be molt advantage- 
ous to them; that this Rate of Exchange ſhould be conſtant and invariable, 
and that the ſaid D-puty ſhould keep : an Account current of what he thus 
paid; and if any Advantage accrued from the Currency thus ſettled, the 
Pu lick were to be entitled to it; but if there was any Loſs, the Publick 
were to make it good; and it was alſo propoled, that the Deputy ſhould 


carry with him a Sum of Money for this Purpoſe, and ſhould be autho- 


riſed to draw the neceſſary Bills on the Paymaſter-General ; that Lord 
Cathcart approved of theſe Inſtructions 3 but on or about the latter end 
of June, or the beginning of July, 1740, it was intimated to Lord 
Cathcart from the Pay-Office, or by Mcſſicurs Barrel or Briftow, that 
the Treaſury were of Opinion, that the Troops were not to be left to the 
| Uncertainty of finding Money Abroad, ſince Merchants might make 
their Advantages of the Neceſſities the Troops might ſometimes be un- 
der ; and that, in Conſequence of this Opinion, a Contract for paying 
the Troops at the Rate of 1200.

the ſame Jime, that as the Troops from North America, under Colonel.

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by informing Lord Cathcart's Men, might occaſion Diſcontents or Mu- 
tiny amongſt them alſo ; the Contractors aniwered to this, that the Dit- 
ference of Currency in the North Provinces of America, trom whence 
Colonel Blakeney's Troops came, was rather more to the Advantage oi 
thoſe Troops, than the intended Payment of 120. per (t That the 
Contractors explained themſelves on this Particular, in a Manner that this 
Examinate could not anſwer, nor indeed underſtand ; that Lord Cathcart 
was ſilent ; the Contractors reckoned up ſeveral Articles of the Charge it 
would be to them, ſome of which were the Inſurance of the Money, 
the Freight, the Commiſſion which they were to pay their Correſpondents 
in Jamaica, with other incident Charges which this Examinate cannot 
remember; all theſe together, they ſaid, was the Cauſe that they could 
not contract for leſs Profit than what they ſhould get by paying 120 
Jamaica Currency, for 1007. Sterling; there was ſome other Talk upon 
this Affair, which all ended in Meſſieurs Burrell's and Briſtou's (but 
thinks it was Mr. Burrell) declaring, that they had made an Agreement 
with the Treaſury already, upon thoſe Terms, and that they could not 
do it for leſs Profit; that this Declaration of Mr. Burrell's put an end to 


the Debates and Meeting; for Lord Cathcart acquieſced in what the 


Trealury thought fit, as he was under Orders; he was a polite Man, and 
did not chooſe to ſignify his Diſapprobation when it was of no Conſe— 
quence ; ſo on the ſaid Declaration he ſaid, he was to be determined b 

ſuperior Powers; but in private Converſation afterwards with this Exa- 
minate, he wiſhed it had been better : That this Examinate cannot of 


his own Knowledge ſay, what Steps had been taken with the Treaſury, 
with Relation to the firſt intended Inſtructions; nor does he know of any

Being further examined on the 27th Day of April 1742 in relation to the 
rough Draught of the Inſtructions mentioned aboveſaid, that Mr. Pel- 


ham, in Converſation with Lord Cathcart, when this Examinate was pre- 
ſent, delivered it as his Opinion, that the Troops might be ſupplied in 
the manner there laid down ; eſpecially, as he ſuppoled, that Mone

formed, there was Room left for Additions and Alterations ; but that 
Lord Cathcart finding, that fo far as related to himſelt it was complete 
and wanted none, neither Lord Cathcart, nor this E.xaminate, made any 
therein, but returned it to the Pay-Office unaltered. That this Exami- 
nate believes, Lord Cathcar's Secretary carried it back; or perhaps, 
Mr. Pelbam's Deputy might call for it: That this Examinate ſaw the fi-

Tear 17 295 going down Staiis, fiom the Houte of Commons, he was 
aſked by Su Robert Walpole, il he, this Examinate, or his Acquaintance 
had any Money 1: the Northern Colonies; that about three Weeks or a

he believed there would be no occaſion for any: That as foon as it was 
publickly known that Troops were going to //amaica, this Examinate too

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John Briſtow, Fſquire, being examined in the moſt foleran manners 
this zoth Day of April, 1742. ſaid, That the firit Notice he had relating: 
to the Remittances, was from Mr, Burrell, who told him, that probably 
there would be a Contract for ſupplying the Troops under Lord Cathcar: 
with Money, and he thinks, Mr. Burrell mentioned his having talked to 
Sir Robert IValpsle about it, but he cannot be poſitive. That Mr. Burre:; 
aſked him, this Laminate, if he would be concerned, to which he agreed, 
and then between them formed a Propolal to be laid before the Lords o 
the Treaſury ; that previous to the laying it before the Treaſury the, 
waited on Sir Robert I/alpole, who was then at Cheljea, the Seſſio n as 
this Examinate believes, being ended; that in this Propolal he thinks 
they mentioned 120 per Cent. as the Rate at which they would agree to 
furniſh the Money ; Sir Robert ſaid, that he expected they ſhould offer it 
at a realonable Profit, that the Publick may be well ſerved ; that this 
Examinate cannot recollect any other Converſation that paſſed either with 
Sir Robert 174/42 or any Body elle, before their Propoſal was commu- 
nicated to the Tre alury 3 nor does he believe, that they ſpoke about it to 
any other Lord ot the Treaſury ; that when it was laid before the Trea- 
fury, he does not remember, whether they went with the Propotals 
themlelves, but is inclined to believe they did, and that they delivered it 
to ſome Perſon in Office, who carried it in; that he cannot remember 
whether there were any Debates about it, nor whether he was called in or 
no; but trom a Copy of a Minute of Treaſury lying on the Table before 
the Committee he thinks the Propoſals were immediately accepted, and 
he is pretty lure he had Notice of it when it was accepted, though he 
cannot ſay by whom; nor can he be ſure, that at that time he acquainted 
Mr. Hanbury I A Bam he had agreed; that he remembers the meeting ot 
Lord Cathcar:, Mr. Hanbury Williams, and Captain ÜHMilſon at Mr. Han- 
bury Willams's Office, where Mr. Burrell was likewiſe preſent; but he is 
pretty ſure, no Body from Mr. Pelbam's Office was there, and believes 
it was in July 1740, and believes it was after the Contract was paſſed, 
though he cannot ſay, if it was that Day, nor can he remember who firſt

he muſt doubtleſs have drawn even ſtill lower. i nat this put thim 
under a Neceflity of ſending out Funds, or Money, to lupp!y tac want 
of Currency in that Place; that as Men of Buſtoels it was natural for 
them to conlider the ſeveral Species of long, which it miglit de pro- 
per to ſend thither; that in this, they tour a great Varity ; that they 
could not find there was any Law to {eitic the Currency Cf different. 

Species of Coin, and the diti:rent Specics vi Coin were actually at diffe- 
rent Proportions of Value in their Currency. ue Guiry in particular, 
being at a lower Rate than che 36 Shilling Pieces, ind buth thele lower 
than the 27 Shilling Pieces, that this F,xaminate is not fure, that any 
conſiderable Sum of Mouidures or 30 Shilling Pieces was there before, 
and they were apprehenſive, that the Sum ſent out by the Contractors, 
which was the greateſt part in 36 Shithng Picces and the rett in Moi— 
dores, might, on it's Arrival at amica, be reduced to an Equality with 
Guineas ; and in order to prevent, in lome NMeature, the Lols which muſt 
attend an Alteration in the Value ot thele feveral Species, which was 
not improbable when the Diſproportion ſhould come to be conſidered at 
the Iſland of Jamaica, the Contractors lent the major Part of the Sup- 
ply by that Fleet under Sir Chaloner Ogle, in weighty Poriuga! Gold ot 
26 Shilling Pieces, that, at all Events, they might be the Value in Gold; 
that the Contractors ſent their Money on board three Men of War and 


Inſured it, but notwithſtanding this, they were liable to many Rilques 


and Accidents ; for had the Men of War been ordered to any other 
Place, this would have been a Deviation trom the Voyage and would 
have vacated the Inſurance, and that the very want of the Money at 
Famaica, or even what was on board one Ship only, though it had not 


been loſt, would have ſunk the Exchange, and that this was no impro- 


bable Accident; for three or four of the capital Men of War were actu— 
ally ſeparated from the Fleet and driven to Ion, and had the Money 
been on board either of theſe Ships, the Contractors would have been un- 
der great Diſadvantages, as they muſt have raiſed it at Tamaica at a great 
Lols, and as it was all the Money ſent out, had upon the Arrival of the 
Fleet no more Effect than to raiſe the Exchange to 130, and tmall Sums 
ſoon after got up to 135, and 140, ſoon after which the Contractors 
came to a new Agreement at 125, That they have been told lately, 
that the Victualling and Navy have drawn at'135 and 140, but this 


being for Stores and Proviſions is not like Money, but is really no Ex- 


change at all; and this Examinate did not inform himſelf of the Rates at 
which the Navy and Victualling drew when he was deliberating about his 
own Contract. He added, that he has fince been told, that the Independent 
Companies at Jamaica are paid at 125. That he believes, that he might 
communicate a Memorial, containing the Realons for fixing the Currency 


at 120, to Lord Orford, before this Examinate's Memorial of Fifth of 


February laſt was laid before the Treaſury ; that ſoon after Lord Cath- 


_ carts Arrival Meſſieurs Merewetber and Manning, their Correſpondents, 
from a Miſunderſtanding, did refuſe to furniſh Money for the Troops; 
but the Deputy Paymaſter, Mr. Colebrocte, drew on Mr, Pelham ; that 


this Examinate believes, that the Reaſon of the Refuſal of their Agents, 
was, their thinking they could make a greater Advantage of their 
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Money trom the Necetliy of the Pubiick, than what they would get by 
complying with our Commiſſion : t he Reaſon urged by them was, the 
indtehinite Demand of Mr. Colebrogte, who refuſed to ſpecify either the 
Suns, or the Pimes when they would! he wanted: That as the Contractors 
were to pay the Diilcriiuv of theſe Bills drawn on Mr. Colebrooke it they 
had been under 120 of £25 7-7 Cent. they thought they had a Right to 
choſe Bills when drawn at a higher Rate, and they accordingly took them 
up and paid them as foon as de, with Mon ev they received trom the Pay- 
Office; but thete Bills are f1i!} 1 Ditpure, and our Contract docs not fub- 
fiſt any longer, tor the Lords of the Trealury have, within this Day or 
two, given Orders to the Deputy at Jamaica, to draw on the Paymaſter : : 
That no Perſons were concerned with them in their Contract, til] after it 
was agreed ro, but that now Mr. HH, Deputy Paymaſter to Mr. Pa- 
ham, and Mr. Hanbury, a Mercharr, are Sharers, Mr. Mon/on has a fourth 
Part of what is paid in the Office where he is Deputy, Mr. Hanbury has, 
from a certain Time, been intitled to * Part of what relates to the Ma- 
rines, which are paid in Mr. Hanbury Williams's Office: That the Offer 
to Mr. Monſon was made jointly by the Contractors on their own Motion, 
and without the Deſire or Knowledge, as he believes, of any other Per- 
fon whatſoever, and before any Remittances were made, and he never 
offered a Share to any Perſon but Mr. Mon/cz , that as to Mr, Hanbury, 
Sir Robert Walpole mentioned to them, that Mr. Hanbury Williams de- 
fired his Relation, Mr. Hanbury, ſhould have a Part ; that Sir Robert 


had been ſpoke to by Mr. Williams about it; but he, Sir Robert, told 


the Contractors, he left it to themſelves ; and it is molt probable, Sir Ro- 


bert IValpole mentioned this to the Contractors before Mr, Flanbury Wil- 
liams ſpoke to them; that neither Mr. Mon/on nor Mr. Hanbury have 


advanced any Money on this Affair, nor indeed have the Contractors 
themſelves properly advanced any Money; for on delivering their Bills 


drawn at Sight on Famaica to the Paymaſter here, he furniſhed the Mo- 
ny for them, as is the conſtant Practice of the Pay-Office, whenever Bills 
of Exchange are turniſhed payable in foreign Parts, by the Drawers of 


ſuch Bills, or by Draughts from Jamaica, on the Pay- Office, to make 
got ck Sums as are raiſed for the Service on the Iſland. 


And being further examined this 22d Day of Zune, 1742, ſaid, that the 
| Contractors allowed to Mr. Colebrooke, who carried out the Money ſent 


with Lord Cathcart, 1 per Cent. Commiſſion ; but the further Sums which 
have been ſince ſent out, and all other Tranſactions relating to this Affair, 


have been managed by their Agents at Janas, to whom they are to pay 


2 per Cent. 
And further ſaid, that an Action hin been brought againſt their Agent 


at Jamaica, by Captain Knowles, for 2 4 per Cent. Freight, for the Mo- 
ney which he carried out at the Time of Lord Cathcart's going on the 
Expedition, for which, as the Examinate is informed, Captain Knowles 


has obtained a Verdict, which if the Contractors ſhould be obliged to pay, 


will be a Precedent for other Captains of Men of Ws, by whom Money 


was tent out at the ſame n ime. 


Jonx BRIsTOW. 
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Charles Hanbury Willtams, iq; being examined in the moſt ſolemn 
manner this 3oth Day of A;ri!, 17.42, faid, that on the gth of July Juſt, 
as he thinks, being in his Chariot, ve mer Meſſicurs Burr and Briſtow, 
who told him, that they had made an Agreement with the '1 reafury, tor 
remitting Money to pay the Troops, at the Rate of 120. Jamaica Money 
for 100 J. Sterling; that after meeting Meſſicurs Burrell and Briſtow he 
went to the Treatury, and he thinks he ſaw Lord Cathcart in one of the 
Rooms of the Trealury, and thinks he talked of what Meſſicuts Barrel; 
and Briſtow had told him, to Lord Cath:art, but he is not pofitive; that 
the ſame Day, there was a Meeting at his Office in Scetland-Fard, at 
which were preſent Lord Cathcart, Captain Alexander Wilſon, Nr. Bur- 
rel, Mr. Briftow, and this Examinate, but he cannot ſay, any Body elt. 
in particular, he cannot ſay, Mr. Monſon was preſent 3 that this Meeting 
was deſired that Morning, either by Lord Cathcart, or by Captain 7/7 - 
ſon at his Inſtance, but he cannot tell which ; he thinks, they all met at 
the Treaſury, and went from thence to the Office; that the Converſation. 
which laſted two Hours, turned on the proper Means of carrying Metieut » 
Burrell and Briſtow's Contract into Execution, and preventing the Troops 
from being difappointed for Want of Money; that he inclines to imagine, 
that Lord Cathcart knew that the Agreement was made; this Examinate 
aſked Meſſieurs Burrell and Briſtow, what Money they had {cnt over and 
what Credit they had eſtabliſhed for this Purpoſe ; but that this was a 

ueſtion ariſing from his own Care and Curiolity only; that he believes 
Lord Cathcart laid, he had heard, that the Exchange in the City was 
130, Or 135. That if the Troops were paid at 120, the Difference might 
occaſion an Uneaſineſs amongſt them; that what Lord Cathcart ſaid, was 
rather repining and diſliking the low Rate of Exchange they had agreed 
for, than diſputing about it; that in Conlequence of this Diſlike of Lord 
Cathcart*s, Meſſieurs Burrell and Brifow entered into a Detail about Ex- 
changes, endeavouring from thence to ſhew, that they could not af- 
ford to remit cheaper; but this Examinate did not underſtand all they 
ſaid on this Head; and Meſſieurs Burrell and Briſtow talked of their 
Agreement as made; but whether at the Beginning, or End of the Meet- 


ing, he cannot ſay: That he cannot ſay, or remember, that Mr. Burrell, 
at the End of the Converſation told them, he had agreed with the Treaſu- 
ry, nor can he ſay, that he heard Lord Cathcart mention the American 


Troops, as then paid at a higher Rate of Exchange.

| fm: Knight, Eſq; examined in the mult ſolemn manner, this 3d 


Day of May 1742. faid, That he lived many Years in Jamaica, 


trom whence he came to England about five Years ſince ; and that he has 
many Effects, Rents and a Plantation in that Iſland ; That when he liv- 


ed there, he acted as a Factor to the Guizey- Merchants, and has ſold 
ſeveral Cargoes of Negroes to the So Sea Company, which were paid 
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for in Bills of Exchange in London, and had by his Employments the 
Means ot being acquainted with the Remittance from that Iſland, both in 
Specie and in Bills ; that the Exchange between Famaica and London has 
for ſeven Years paſt varied very little, being from 140 to 135, but ge- 
nerally 140, very few Bills being drawn under that Rate, excepting par- 
ticular Contracts in the Sales of Negroes Eſtates or other Effects, when 
the Exchange has ſometimes been agreed on at 35 and ſometimes at 
37 +, the difference in the Exchange being conſidered in the Purchaſe ;

of Spaniſh Money, and makes it Felony to diminiſh or falſify it; though 
he has k:zown Perſons tried upon the Law, yet in general it is not much 
obierved, the Coin being commonly clipped and diminiſhed of it's true

'OU will certainly have learnt from Meſſieurs Burrell and Bion 
before this time, that their Correſpondents Merewether and Ma:

ſuch Sums of Money, as thoſe Gentlemen had by their Contract with rh+ 
Lords of the Treaſury engaged to furniſh here, for the Service of tha 
Expedition ; but it is probable, thoſe Gentlemen were not informed, that 


the Motive of that Refuſal was, that theſe Factors had in view the appro- 


priating the Profits to ariſe by ſuch Supply to themſelves. What Reatons 
they may have given to their Principals, I cannot ſay, but at this Place 
to juſtify or at leaſt excuſe ſo uncommon a Procedure they tay, Meſſicurs | 
Burrel and Briſtow did not propoſe to allow them a ſufficient Commiſſion 
or Proviſion ; that it was not worth their while to undertake it for a Con- 
ſideration of one per Cent. to each of them; the truth is, they were daz- 
zled with the Proſpect of getting 15 or 20 inſtead of 2 per Cent. and 
reckoning that a much greater Sum, than thoſe Gentlemen received from 
the Treaſury in Fuly, would be due to the Forces before they arrived here;

RANCIS Gaſhery, Eiq; a Member of the Flouſe of Commons, 

being examined in the molt ſolemn Manner, this zd Day of 
June 1742, in relation to an Order for 1500“. which Mr. Shepherd 
in his Examination mentioned to have been carried to Sir Charles 
Wager, when Mr. Gaſbery was preſent: And it being in particular 
aſked this Examinant, if Sir Charles Wager did not ſay to this Ex- 
aminant, What ſhall we do in this Affair? And if Sir Charles did not 
inquire of Mr. Shepherd, Whether the Fees were to be paid? Or i! 
Sir Charles Wager did not deſire Mr. Shepherd to receive the Money ? 
The Examinant ſaid, That he does not recollect any of thele Cir— 
cumſtances, nor can he remember that he was preſent when any ſuch 
Order was brought to Sir Charles Mager: That Sir Charles Wager did 
ſay to the Examinant, That he was in Expectation of getting fome 
Money for Mr. Lever the High Bailiff of Heſtminſter, to aſſiſt him. 
Mr. Lever, then being in great Diſtreſs; for he being a Brewer had 
loſt his Cuſtomers, and was forced to keep at home to avoid his Cre- 
ditors. That when the Examinant returned one Day from the Navy 
Board, Sir Charles Mager told him, That in his Abſence 1500/7. had 
been brought him by one of the Treaſury, and Sir Charles deſired 
this Examinant to take the Money and pay it to Mr. Leder: That 
the Examinant received the 1500/7. from Sir Charles Wager the 24 of 
January laſt. That Mr. Lever ſometime before this, tho' the Exami- 
nant believes it could not be a Fortnight, applicd to Sir Charles Ha- 
ger, and mentioned the Diſtreſs he was in for Money to pay his 
Maltſter; that Sir Charles had been told the King would give him 
(Lever) ſome Money, and thereupon Sir Charles lent him 5001. for 
which the Lxaminant thought it proper to take a Bond. That on the 
3d of Fanuary laſt, Mr. Lever had of this Examinant 10007. that is, 
5007. in ready Money, and 5o00/. to pay off the aforementioned 
Bond. That on the 6th of January, Mr. Gooſtree brought to the Ex- 
aminant a Bill of Coſts on an Information againſt Mr. Lever, &c. 
relating, as this Examinant imagines, to the Election at /Veſtininſter, 
which amounted to 124/. 145. and this Bill the Examinant paid on 
Mr. Lever's Account. That on the gth of Februcry, the Fxaminant 
paid a Bill of 107/. 125. Cd. for Fees and Exp-iices Curing Mr. 
. Lever's being in Cuſtody with the Serjeant at Arms; and that on the 
27th of February, the Examinant paid to Mr. Lever 2671, 195, which 
he conceived to be the Balance remaining in his Hands ot the 1500/7. 
and for which he has Mr. Lever's Receipt, but by what Accident the 


laſt mentioned Sum exceeded the real Balance by. a few Shillings, 
vs the Examinant cannot recollect.

ON David Barbutt, Eſq; Secretary to the Poſt Office, being ex- 
amined in the molt folemn Manner, this 18th Day of May 1742, 
and being aſked as to the Diſpoſition of the Money paid into his 
Hands without Account, by a Warrant from the Crown, ſaid, That 


there is in the Poſt-Houſe a private Office for the inſpecting foreign 


Correſpondents, and that the greateſt Part of that Money 1s for the 
defraying the Expence of this Office. That the Accountant General 
and Receiver General who have inſpected the Books have told him, 
that the firtt Traces they find of any Money thus paid by Warrant, 
was in the Year 1718. That this Examinant cannot ſay as to the 
firit Eſtabliſhment of this Office, having been bur three Years and a 
Halt himic!t-in the Poſt Office ; but he apprehends there was always 
an Office of this Kind, and that it was defrayed, formerly, by the 
Secretary ot State. That he is a Stranger to the Zuſineſs of the Ot- 
ice, having never been in it, for they pretend to be independent, 
and to recieve their Inſtructions from the Secretary's of State, and 
carry their Intelligence to the Secretary's of State, though the Poſt- 
maſters have a Right to go into the Office. Thar the annual E Xpen- | 
ces of this Office are as follows, To the chief Decypherer, Mr. Willes, 
tor himſelf and his Son 10007. to the ſecond Decypherer, Mr. Cor- 
viere, 8007. to the third Decypherer, Mr. Lampe, 5007. to the fourth 
Decypherer, !

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There are beſides, accidental Charges for Seals, &c. an Account of 
which 1s brought in by one of the Clerks, which may amount to 
100/. and to Mr. Lavalade, formerly Alphabet-keeper, but now ſu- 
perannuated, 40. that when theſe Sums were diſcharged, the Over- 
plus, which may amount to 901. is divided between the two Poſt- 
maſters and the Secretary, each Poſtmaſter taking three Sevenths, 
and Secretary one Seventh: That Mr. Le Fevre, beſides his above- 
mentioned Salary, is paid fomething out of Incidents, ſo that his 
whole Salary may amount to about, as he believes, 8007. per Aunum. 
That his (Le Fevre's) is a very troubleſome Poſt, it being neceſſary 
he ſhould be always preſent at the going out and the coming in of 
the Mails. That this Examinant does not know of a Penſion of 2004. 
per Annum paid out of this Money, but Mr. Clark who has formerly 
attended, and is incapacitated at preſent, has 200/. paid him out of 
his Salary of 3007. and another attends for him.
